lighted only by scratching it on the 
box in which it comes, should be 
used everywhere to the exclusion or 
all others, declares I), s.

The 
“parlor” 
match caused a loss last year in the 
United States of over $2,000,000 and 
500 Ii vi s. 
These facts disgrace our 
civilization, Tor no part off this loss 
would 
have 
occurred 
hail 
safety 
matches been used. 
The average loss 
in match fires is small, being but $350, 
because the person guilty of the care­ 
l e s s n e s s which caused it is usually 
near by to call the fire department 
and throw water. 
Th© average loss 
from all causes in Ohio is $1,571. 
Gasoline excepted, the parlor match 
destroys more Lives than any other 
fire danger. 
The "safety” match is made from 
the same wood and with the same 
match 
machinery 
as 
the 
''parlor” 
match and the paste into which It 1s 
stuck to form the head is the same 
except that phosphorous is left out 
and a salt of lead or antimony put 
in. The imiKirtant chemicals common 
to both are ciliolate of potash, resin, 
whiting and powdered (lint or glass. 
The 
phosphorous necessary to the 
lighting of tim "safety" is mixed with 
peroxide of lead, fine sand and gum 
arabic ami spread upm the box. When 
tile match head is rubbed upon this 
surface, it, is fired by catalytic action 
off (lie phosphorous, which cause* the 
chemicals to unite, making a flame 
simply by its pr est nee, without toss 
of substance itself.

Thsy W ere Met at Sea by an Argen 
tine Flotilla and Escorted to 
Argentine's Capital. 


Bueno* Ayr***, Jan 27,— Attended by 
a division of Argentine torpedo Im tnt* 
the American torpedo 
boat 
flotilla, 
which left Rio Janeiro January 21, en 
tered th*- port of Buenos Ayres Sun 
day morning, the arrival being wit­ 
nessed by a great crowd of spectator*. 
A few minute* later ('omtnandant Mo­ 
reno, of the ministry of marine, went 
aboard th*- Whipple and welcomed the 
American officers in behalf of the gov 
em inent of Argentine 
The entire ex­ 
tent of the public docks Where berths 
had been prepared for th** visiting 
fleet was lined by marines. 
On entering the basin one of th*- 
tugs which had tile torpedo boat* in 
tow wa* (ast off, leaving the tug En- 
requeta to conduct the Whipple to her 
mooring*. 
Lieut Cone, com mander of 
the flotilla, was greatly pleased with 
the hearty reception.

tle vcanel* about 12 hours outside Rio 
Janeiro, the passage to Buenos Ay re s 
had been fine.
